ed in a recent issue of La Semalnc 
Litteraire for the purpose of remark- 
ing that the ancient orators of Athens 
and Rome are no more. 
England 


had a Burke and a Carlyle. and 
America remembers in history its 
Patrick Henry and its Daniel Webs- 
ter, but all these owe their fame to 
legislative oratory rather 
than 
to 


forensic achievement in the court- 
room. 


On first blush it might be assumed 


that the historical significance of the 
case at trial rather than the argu- 
mentative powers of Cicero and his 
prototypes accounted for the immort- 
ality of the oratory of these latter, 
whereas just the reverse is tru'e. 
'Twas immortal oratory which lent 
immortality to the trials of Catiline 
and of the Athenian patriots.

the same token men of secondary 
rank were accidentally exalted to his- 
torical recognition by the oratory of 
those who accused or defended them 
in the courtroom.

SCHOOLS AS HEALTH RESORTS. 


In a great many cities and in some 


rural districts the schools are fairly 
well protected'against infections now. 
At the present time it is not often 
that a &chool, or even a schoolroom, is 
closed on account of an epidemic. Fur- 
thermore, even in these winter-spring 
months in which the contagious dis- 
eases are most prevaent, rarey do \ve 
find a schoolroom with one-half the 
seats vacant because the students who 
occupied these seats are at home by 
reason of an epidemic. A few years 
from now we will be excluding child- 
ren from school on suspicion, while 
they are watched to see If a cold will 
turn o'ut to be measles.*.. At that time 
the schools and the school children 
will be even better protected against 
contagion. 


In a recent study made in Detroit 


it was found that only 3 per cent, of 
tHte scarlet fever was contracted in 
school.

Riddled with buckshot, the bodies of 
the three convicts who escape* from 
the penitentiary yesterday, killing a 
sixty-year-old guard, were f*und to- 
day.

way it ought to be done, It is always 
possible to lift one'o thought 
above 
the task of the moment. ' and, as it 
were, to realize that-great thing of 
which we are- all parts, the great 
body of American feeling and Am- 
erican principle. No man 
could do 
the work 'that bus to "be done in 
-Washington-If he allowed himself to 
"be separated from that body of prin- 
ciple. He must make himself 
feel 
that he is a part of the people of 
the United States, that he is trying 
to think not only-for them, but with 
them, and then he cannot feel lonely 
but he cannot feel afraid of any- 
thing." - 
In scourging the^tarlff lobbyists in 
av, 1923, the'president said: 
'rl think that the public ought to- 
know the extraordinary exertions be- 
ing made by the lobby "in Washington 
to gain Tecognition for certain alter- 
ations of the tariff bill. Washington 
has s«*dom seen so numerous, so^in- 
dUstrum* or so insidious a lobby. The 
newspaper* are being filled with paid 
advertisements calculated to mislead 
the judgment of public men not only, 
but ajao the public opinion of 
the 
country itself- There la every evi- 
dence that money without limit is 
being'spent to "sustain this lobby and 
to create an appearance of a pres- 
sure of opinion antagonistic to some

"It is- of" serious interest to the 


country that the people at large 
should have no lobby and be voiceless

take knowledge of thia matter 
Only public opinion can 4 check and 
destroy it." 


In a speech at Davidson 
college, 
N. C., his first alma matec. he said: 
"The way to success in this great 


country, with its fair judgments, is to 
show that you are not afraid of anv- 
body except God anft His final ver- 
dict. If I did not believe that, I-would 
not believe in democracy If I did not 
believe that, I would jnot Relieve that 
the people can govern themselves. If 
I did not believe that the moral Judg- 
ment, would be the last judgment, the 
final judgment, in the minds of men 
as well as the tribunal of God, 
could not believe in popular govern- 
ment. But I do believe these things, 
and therefore, I earnestly believe -in 
the democracy not only of America 
but of every awakened people that 
wishes and intends to - govern and 
control its own affalra." 


The aroused lion thus proclaimed 
his deliberately decided purpose: 


"Force, Force to the utmost, r'orce 
without stint or limit, the righteous 
and triumphant Force whitsv shall 
make Right, the law of the world and 
cast every selfish dominion down in 
the dust."

When he asked Congrem to declare 
war on Germany he said: 
"We shall fight for the things 
which we have always carried near- 
est our hearts, for democracy, for 
the right of those who submit to au- 
thority to' have a voice in their own 
governments, for the right* and lib- 
erties of small nations, for a univer- 
sal dominion'alright by such a con- 
cert of free peoples as will bring 
peacfr aiSd safety to all nations and 
make the world Itself at last free- To 
such a task we can dedicate our lives 
and our fortunes, everything that we 
are and everything: that 
~^ 
with the j>ride of those who know 
that the day has come when America 
13 privileged to spend her blood and 
her might for the 
principles that 
gave her birth And the happiness and 
the peace which we hax-e treasured. 
God helping her she can do no oth- 
er."
